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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of group II, claims 44-48, in the reply 
filed on 21 October 2008 is acknowledged. 

2. Claims 25-43 have been withdrawn as being drawn to a non-elected 
invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or 
(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claim 44 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Den 
et al.(US 2003/0197456). 

Den et al. teach a device comprising: a substrate having first and second 
contact surfaces (82 and 83, Fig. 11b, par. 166); and a conductor structure 
connected to the first and second contact surfaces of the substrate the conductor 
structure having nanotubes which are aligned to extend from the first contact 
surface to the second contact surface (carbon nanotubes, 24, extend from the 
first electrode 82, to the second electrode, 83, Fig. 1 1A, and serve as 
conductors, par. 167-171). 
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With respect to claims 45 and 46, Den et al. teach the conductor structure 
being an electrical conductor structure (par. 171) wherein the nanotubes are 
carbon (par. 167). 

Regarding claim 47, Den et al. teach the nanotubes being substantially 
identical (all of the nanotubes, 24, Fig. 11 A, are made of carbon and are made by 
the same method and are therefore substantially identical, par. 167). 

With respect to claim 48, Den et al. teach the substrate being silicon, 
which is a semiconductor material (par. 141).
